School Commitee 
Begins 

Budget Review

The Agawam School Committee tentatively approved 
several relatively routine areas of the 1980-81 School 
Department budget at a special meeting called for last 
Tuesday evening. Only tentative approval to all budget 
items is being extended by committee members at this 
stage of the annual review. 

One item dealing with an increase in out-of-state 
travel allowances was explained as necessary by 
Superintendend of Schools Louis Hebert because many 
worthwhile conferences held in Hartford have had to be 
missed because the budget only provided for in-state 
travel. Hebert noted the proximity of Hartford as op¬ 
posed to that of Boston in stressing the need for a 
greater out-of-state travel fund. Hebert also advocated 
a representative from Agawam be funded to attend the 
annual national conference on curriculum, which will be 
held this year in Atlanta, Georgia. 

General across-the-board increases of $300 in travel 
allowances for all personnel not covered by collective 
bargaining is also being requested. These individuals in¬ 
clude the attendance officer, the Director of Business 
Servjces, the Assistant Superintendent and the 
Superintendent of Schools. 

Tentative approval of budgets for Agawam’s entry in¬ 
to the Westover Occupational Reso.rcc Center 
(WORC), Cor improvements to buildings and sites, for 
civic activities which include the summer camp run lor 
handicapped children, and for insurance was also 
granted. v -.. 

A figure of $19,000 for maintenence of equipment 
was accepted and balanced by a zero request for funds 
to maintain buildings.. . 

Funds amounting to $22,451 were approved for the 
Food Services department. This amound / includes 
salaries for the director and for a delivery person who 
splits his time between food commodities and regular 
school messages. It also provides for a $300 increase in 
travel allowance for the director. 

Among other budget areas tentatively approved were 
those for health services, utilities, attendance, supervi¬ 
sion (including directors of special education, athletics, 
music, and work study as well as for 10 department 
chairmen), and for the School Committee itself, prin¬ 
cipally for secretarial help.

He told She Advertiser/News; “I can t ay enougl 
about the people who worked so hard and supported m< 
these past few months. Just look how it paid off.” 

No Sour Grapes From Rolland 

Over in the Rolland camp, the atmo phere wa.‘ 
somber, but the challenger refused to speak sour grapes. 
Instead, he complimented Nardi fonhe . i .tory and call¬ 
ed the past six months “an education and valuable 
knowledge for the future.” 

Rolland began door knocking and organizing for the 
I cbruary election last month. He said that he w as pleas¬ 
ed with the turnout and his overall showing. 

“I gave Nardi a run for his money. I had support and 
I thank the people who voted for me. I thought the cam¬ 
paign was as clean as it could be. There was little dirt 
thrown around and compared to what I’\e heard about 
many past town elections, this one was well run from 
both sides,” Rolland said, 

Rolland acknowledged that behind the scenes and out 
of the public eye, a crossfire of “unclean politics” oc- 
cured, adding: “Again, both camps had enough -ensc to 
keep the issues in the precinct and out of the media arid 
that is a compliment for both of us.” 

Climaxed Efforts 

In operating a bullish and highly organized campaign. 
Nardi said that Tuesday’s victory indicates the caliber of 
people behind him. Nardi poll checkers, telephone 
workers and voter transportation workers were out in 
strength for the incumbent from start to finish. 

Nardi said that he never doubted that he would retain 
his council seat. He stressed that when Rolland tied him 
November 6, it was mainly due to “me sitting back and 
not working. I deserved what I got at that time.” 

According to the incumbent, Rolland’s major 
criticism of him, the closing of the Ottawa Street F ire 
Station, did give his election effort “difficulty”. He 
said his position on the nation's closing remains stead¬ 
fast. “It was an administrative decision and not a coun¬ 
cil one.” he said. 

Nardi added that Rolland was handicapped by “his 
association with several “malcontents and political 
disruptprs.” Nardi issued his stiffest criticism of 
Rolland on that point Monday on Springfield Television 
News. 

Has Bright Future 

Nardi acknowledged that Rolland has a bright 
political future in the community, providing that he 
•no/c/s association with those “responsible tor disrup¬ 
ting town affairs.” 

Rolland told The Advertiser/News that he may run 
again sometime in the future. 

“But right now,” he said, “I can start living normallv 
again. And that w ill be nice. This thing did drag on for a 
long time.” 

As lor Nardi. the incumbent said his top priorities in 
his upcoming two year term will be “buckling down to 
the business of the town.” 

Asked if he would seek another term in 1981. Nardi 
replied: “You had better believe*' I love it."

lack of moisture may have affected the grass,” said 
Napolitan. “We’ll be checking on this very carefully in 
the coming weeks.” 

At least one local businessman, Dennis Crowley of 
Crowley Stables on Suffield Street, expressed pleasure 
in the mild-weather. He explained that caring for his 
horses is -much easier with no snow or cold 
temperatures. 

“We’ve had a good season at our'weekly horse auc- 
tin, mostly because of good travelling conditions,” 
Crowley commented. “We’ve also picked up a regular 
riding business which we usually don’t have during the 
winter.” 

Crowley reported, though, that his sleigh rides have ( 
been virtually discontinued and that hay rides just won’t 
do as suitable substitutes. 

For taxpayers in town, the outlook is good. Accor¬ 
ding to D.P.W. Superintendent John Stone, the town 
was approximately $43,500 ahead of last year prior to 
last weekend’s storm. 

This figure breaks down to about $27,500 saved on 
plow rental fees and $16,000 saved on expenditures for 
salt and sand, in spite of a stockpile of materials that 
was purchased. The overtime payments to town 
employees amounts to almost $18,000 under last year at 
this same point. 

Stone cautions that we shold not view this overall sav¬ 
ing as a pure blessing, though, as much of these fund' 
usually are paid to local owners of plowing equipment. 
Thus, this year, a considerable amount of money which 
usually flows into the local economy did not get there. 

“These local renters of plows and town employees 
who come in for overtime certainly feel the lack of snow 
this year,” explained Stone. 

The snow that did come last weekend cost the town 
approximately $6,000 for rental of plows and about 
$3,000 in overtime paid to employees who worked on 
clean-up operations. According to Stone, the town is 
Still far ahead of last year’s figure.

Which parent is entitled to custody of the children in 
the event of family dissolution? 

In Massachusetts both husband and wife have equal 
right to custody of minor children. The prevailing con¬ 
cern of the court is the best interest and welfare of the 
child. 

The child’s preference to live with a particular parent, 
depending on the age of the child, is a proper factor to 
be considered by the Probate Court Judge in determin¬ 
ing the matter of custody. The age, health and sex of the 
child are other factors taken into consideration. 

In some situations the Probate Judge may grant 
custody to someone other than the natural parents to in¬ 
sure a proper home for the child. Grandparents have 
been awarded custody in certain situations. 

The Probate Court Judge has discretionary power in 
custody cases. He or she is guided by the prevailing con¬ 
cern for the best interest of the child.

The Precinct 1 Election

Agawam politics are unique. The scene Tuesday at 
Catherine Danahy School, polling place for Precinct 
One’s special election, bears witness to the uniqueness 
of an election day in Agawam. 

Poll checkers, transportation workers, and cars carry¬ 
ing signs in support of incumbent Frederick Nardi and 
challenger Joseph Rolland were visible throughout the 
day. 

Town Councilors, town officials, and interested 
observers carefully eyeballed each and every person who 
spoke with the two candidates who were strategically 
located outside the building. 

As the day wore on and temperatures climbed, it 
became evident that a large turnout could be expected. 
By closing time at 8pm, 52 percent of the precinct’s 
registered voters had cast a ballot. Approxmately 100 
spectators anxiously awaited the announcement of who 
would represent precinct one as the election commission 
opened the machines. 

Frederick Nardi was declared winner by 142 votes. It 
came as no surprise. Nardi, a veteran campaigner and as 
influential in town politics as no other, had finally defeated 
his shadow: a 22 year old bundle of enthusiasm and inex¬ 
perience. 

In the end, the experience factor and the many long 
years in office proved far more valuable than youth and 
no political resume. 

The campaign itself, to the credit of each candidate,

was not fought through the press. Instead, Nardi and 
Rolland went the old fashioned route; door knocking, 
phone calls and personalized contact with residents. 

This is not to infer that mud slinging did not enter the 
picture. It was there. But that’s politics, and, as one 
Nardi supporter said at the victory celebration at Oak 
Ridge Country Club: “This was a clean one. There were 
attacks but nothing like I’ve seen in the past.” 

The race was interesting to say the least. Besides the 
difference in age, Nardi and Rolland agree on little 
about local politics and the operation of town hall. 
Residents had a definite choice. 

In fact, it was Rolland’s positions on such emotional 
issues as former town manager Peter Caputo, the Ot¬ 
tawa Street Fire Station closing, civil service for the 
police chief, a council investigation on the alleged 
dissemination of councilor Elaine Bonavita’s arrest 
records by the Police Department, that gave Rolland a 
label of being associated “with malcontents and 
political disruptors”, as Nardi puts it. 

It was guilt by association that led many people in the 
Nardi camp to say Rolland’s downfall was inevitable. 
Nardi scored Rolland on the eve of the electioin on this 
point. 

Rolland downplayed the guilt by association 
criticism. He says it may have swayed a few neutrals, 
“but it didn’t play a crucial part in the defeat.” 

In retrospect, the young Rolland, who Nardi says has 
a good political future, gave a respectable showing 
against a man not even the most polished politician in 
Agawam could beat during an election where Nardi 
worked. 

The veteran learned a valuable lesson. He laid back last 
fall and it almost cost his seat. “And that’s not the way to 
win in politics,” Nardi told The Advertiser/News. 

Rolland too, gained valuable knowledge of a tough 
campaigning. The next time around, which we believe 
will be 1981, he won’t have to overcome “Joe Who”? 
He now constitutes a formidable threat if he entered the 
at-large field and again, looms as a challenge in precinct 
one that has to be addressed. 

We congratulate each • candidate for mobilizing 
precinct residents to the polls Tuesday and wish Nardi 
well for the coming year two year term and encourage 
Rolland to again, enter the political arena in the next 
municipal election.

Over the past couple of weeks, I have endeavored to 
give you an inside look at the Governor’s budget pro¬ 
posals in this column. The Governor calls his proposed 
budget of $5.8 billion, “lean”, others have termed it 
“hollow and unrealistic.” 

One of the most serious problems with the budget 
Governor King has proposed is hidden in the Local Aid 
estimates. He claims a total of $1.7 billion in local aid 
for the next fiscal year. This is supposed to be an in¬ 
crease of $70 million which is supposed to be returned, 
directly and indirectly, to the cities and towns. My 
research shows that the actual local aid increase will be 
closer to one-tenth of King’s projection. 

The Governor’s figures are based on a number of very 
questionable assumptions and decisions. In terms of the 
impact on local property taxes, these figures are very 
misleading. 

The Governor’s Local Aid proposals will almost cer¬ 
tainly require that property taxes be raised. 

In addition to ignoring the effects of inflation, this 
local aid estimate does not take into effect some very 
key items. 

Example: School Transportation 

In Fiscal ’80 there was an 11 percent increase in this 
part of the budget. Governor King now recommends a 
small decrease despite skyrocketing fuel and other 
transportation costs. Historically, transportation costs 
have increased between 10 and 15 percent annually. 
During the current year they have increased by a 
dramatic 30 percent. If we accept the Governor’s recom¬ 
mendation, municipalities will have to pay between $6 
million and $15 million on the property tax rolls to keep 
the school busses rolling. Some will say that these costs 
should go down because of declining enrollment, but 
this is not logical. The same number of busses is needed 
and the same mileage will be accrued because of the 
geographic distribution of school children served. 

Pay Raise Update 

February 2, the anniversary of Abraham Lincoln’s 
birth, marked something of a victory for Republicans in 
the House. At the legislative hearing on the pay raise 
issue, eight Republicans testified against the Halloween 
pay raise. Emphasis was on the method of passing the 
legislation that increased the salaries effective January 
1, 1980 for Legislators and Constitutional Officers. 

Primarily because of the efforts of the Republicans, 
more than 73,000 certified signatures were gathered 
througout the state to place the issue on the November 
ballot. The recently revived Legislative Compensation 
Advisory Board was represented at the hearing by it’s 
Chairman, William L. Brown of the First National 
Bank of Boston. Many of the preliminary recommenda¬ 
tions made by the Board reflected the arguments of 
Legislators, like myself, who arc opposed to the pay 
raise because we feel that while the Constitution re¬ 
quires the legislative vote its own compensation, such 
compensation should not be paid to a sitting session but 
to the succeeding legislative session.

If you happen to attend a Town Council meeting in 
the Community Room of the Cooper Street Library, 
please don’t be alarmed by a pink ribbon that divides 
the elected body from the gallery. 

The pink ribbon, stretching horizontally from one 
side wall to the other, recently appeared at a Monday 
evening session. It created perplexed frowns from 
several in the audience. 



Asked what purpose the pink ribbon would serve,- 
Council president Paul Fieldstad replied: “Let’s just say 
that during our meetings, we don’t want any 
unauthorized persons around the councilors. At times, 
members of the press and people in the audience have 
disrupted the meetings by being too close to the coun¬ 
cilors.’’ 

Apparently,the notoriety of Town Council sessions 
has sparked increased television camera’s and 
newspaper photographers darting in and out of the 
seated area of the Council. 

One recent Monday meeting, for example, a full 
camera crew and news reporter from a local TV station 
were taping and filming segments of a hot issue.

Investigations by federal and state agencies have remained confidential. The 
Federal Trade Commission conducted its investigation last year while the 
American Optometric Student Association has joined the list of probers into 
Smith’s piercing allegations.

Hold onto your hats, get to the gym at least 45 
minutes before opening tap and sit back to enjoy one of 
the premiere confrontations in Western Mass, 
schoolboy basketball this season: the highflying 
Amherst Hurricanes meeting Lou Conte’s Agawam 
Brownies. 

At stake: The Valley Wheel Championship, a high 
seeding in the upcoming tournament and the prestige of 
being the last school to hang a Wheel championship 
banner in the trophy case. 

Been a Dogfight 

The two schools enter Friday night’s clash at 11-2. It’s 
been a dogfight since December between the two 
schools. The victor is virtually assured of league gold 
and because of the top notched competition within the 
Wheel, tournament officials probably will boost the 
spinner of the Wheel into the upper echelon of post 
season competition. 

The encounter takes added significance in that next 
year the entire Western Mass hoop circuit is slated for 
re-alignment. The Valley Wheel will be disolved and the 
record books will read the 1980 kingpin as the last in the 
long standing suburban circuit. 

Checking the orange and brown archives reveals that 
the last undisputed Wheel title was in 1970. Ironically, 
Conte terrorized opposing quintets ten years ago from 
his back court slot during that championship season. 
Athletic Director Cliff Kibbe directed the Brownies in 
those days. 

Post season competition has eluded the townees since 
1975. The Brownies were league co-champs under the 
guidance of Wayne Morse but finished 9-13 overall. If 
the Brownies can assemble a victory chain in their re¬ 
maining three regular-season games, it will constitute 
the best winning percentage since the days of Sammy 
Provost back in the ’60\s. 

Kids Are Ready 

“This is the one we’ve been waiting for since they 
beat us in January,” Conte said today. (Amherst 74-67) 
“I think the kids arc ready and I know Amherst will 
be.” 

Three weeks ago, Conte was reminded, the Brownies 
chances of being in first place were dubious. Agawam 
was plagued by a mid season slump, climaxed by a 
pounding at the hands of unpredictable Putnam at the 
high schdol. 

Facing s do or die situation, the Brownies rallied for a 
close decision over South Hadley to remain tied with 
Amherst, and then rattled off consecutive knockouts of 
Minnechaug and Longmeadow, a pair of tough cookies. 

Conte says the slumber of weeks back is over and the 
locals have returned to the form of December and early 
January. According to the sophomore mentor, the in¬ 
tensity and desire is back...and for local supporters, 
that is good news. 

Warring Mixture 

Friday’s battle royale represents a warring mixture in 
philosophy: Amherst, led by power forward Gary Mann 
and sharpshooters Brian Gabriel and Darryl Fleming, 
are diciples of the playground - run and gun, gun and 
run. Putnam was considered in that mold, but Amherst, 
on a free rolling spree, is deadly.

On the other hand, Agawam incorporates dicipline 
and controlled transition from offense to defense. They 
are strong under the boards with seniors Ricky LeClerc 
and Abe Yacteen, the club’s spearhead, sweeping the 
glass. Add 6-6 senior Don LaViolette, a potent weapon 
in recent outings, and that spells a formidable cast, up 
front.

You gun owners and 
sportsmen should contact your Reps and urge them to 
support the following bills: H. 385 would require that 
the license to carry firearms be issued or denied with the 
guidelines set fourth in the law, thus prohibiting the ad¬ 
dition of extraneous conditions;H.376 would change the 
current F.I.D. law so that a person would not need a 
permit simply to possess a firearm in his own home. At 
present, only one other state in the country requires a 
lilcense for this reason; H. 380 is presently against the 
law for an individual to sell more than four firearms in 
any one calendar year unless he is a duly licensed dealer. 
This presents a major pro^em to someone such as a 
widow who wishes to sell an entire collection. Under 
present law, she can only dispose of four per year. This 
proposal would permit the sale of more than four 
firearms in any one year to a federally-licensed firearms 
dealer or to a federal, state, or local society, museum or 
institutional collection open to the public. H. 379 - 
presently, non-residents may carry rifles and shotguns 
through Mass, as long as they are unloaded and encas¬ 
ed. This bill would apply this same exemption to han¬ 
dguns provided they are unloaded and locked in a case. 
H. 381, in a number of cases, a lost or stolen license is 
automatically treated as cause for revocation or suspen¬ 
sion. This bill would simply allow a holder to obtain a 
duplicate license if the original is lost or destroyed to 
make the fees for firearms licenses uniform in all cities 
and towns across the state and to reserve the authority 
to regulate these fees to the Mass, legislature.

According to Dr. Joseph Schlaffer, Agawam’s newest 
chiropractor, his science emphasizes the central nervous 
system, an area protected by the spine. Schlaffer told us 
that because the central nervous system is connected 
directly to the brain, the chiropractor, through physical 
therapy, Attempts to cure orthopedic cases. 

Because of the success of the science, Schlaffer said, 
patients can and do come into his office for treatment 
for a chronic cough or persistant colds or other related 
viruses that occur oh a regular basis. 

According to Schlaffer, individuals suffering from 
constant leg, arm, back or shoulder pain, could have a 
foul-up in the central hervous system. He said the spinal 
cord is simply an extension of the brain, and therefore, 
“needs periodic care.’’ 

The young doctor explained that accidents, falls, 
uneven stress, tension, and over-exertion may create 
minor displacement or derangement of one or more 
spinal nerve roots. This he says, may cause malfunc¬ 
tions in your body. 

He further explained: “Let’s say a person has a back 
ailment. That could be because of the central nervous 
system, the body’s machine is not working correctly. 
What I do, through physical means, is to gradually cor¬ 
rect the displacement in the spine.’’ 

According to ScTilaffer, a malfunciton in the central 
nervous system can spark many problems all over the 
body. z 

“I give spinal adjustments to my patients. Our pro¬ 
fession knows the spine very well and we can correct 
ailments by physically adjusting the spine.’’ 

Along with his attractive wife Kay, Schlaffer opened 
his practice on 225 Springfield Street (across from Sarat 
Ford) last June. He said his business has prospered. 
Many of his patients come to Schlaffer for relief after 
seeing general practioners and specialists. 

“Many of my patients are frustrated with theconvcn- 
tional means of medicine and appear at my door for 
help. We don’t promise miracles but we have gained a 
reputation for helping people with painful problems,’’ 
he said. 

Originally a native New Yorker, Schlaffer obtained 
his doctor’s degree from the Cleveland Chiropractic 
College in Kansas City', Missouri in 1976. He practiced 
in New Hampshire for two years before bringing his 
wife and two children to Agawam. 

Schlaffer recalled that he first became interested in 
the profession when he was cured by a chiropractor 
after 15 years of suffering from an allergy. 

“The doctor found a problem in my neck and he cor¬ 
rected it. Suffice to say, my allergy went away. 1 knew 
what I wanted to do - help others as I was helped.’’ 

Schlaffer stressed that people’s misconceptions about 
chiropractors are unfounded, adding that he uses the 
same time honored methods of consultation, case 
history, physical examination, laboratory analysis and 
X-ray examination as will a general practionner. If 
necessary, he related, “I send patients to a general prac- 
tioner for care. We’re in this for the patient.”
